ITALIAN LAND FORCES ARE MASSED READY

i» ROME, SEPT. 29.—It WAS OFFICIALLY ANNOUNCED BY THE WAR DEPART- 
MENT AT 2 O’CLOCK THIS AFTERNOON THAT WAR HAS BEEN DECLARED 
AGAINST TURKEY AND THAT ALL ITALIAN TROOPS HAVE BEEN ORDERED UN- 
DER ARMS READY TO PROCEED TO-THE SCENE OF HOSTILITIES, 

Malta, Sept. 29.—Marines and soldiers, the former fully equipped for a lengthy stay in 
the’city and the latter dragging machine guns entered Tripoli at'10 o’clock today, according 
to a despatch received here today. This is taken as a declaration of war and it is reported 
the Turkish fleet has sailed from Constantin ople for Tripoli. Unless the contentious ques- 
tions are settled within 12 hours a naval battle will result. Fourteeen Italian warships, with 
decks cleared for action are lying in the harbor at Tripoli. Europeans are leaving the city 


in large numbers. 
COAST IS: BLOCKADED 


Chicasso, Switzerland (On Italian frontier), Sept. 29.—The Italian fleet has been or- 
dered to maintain a close blockade of Tripolitsi::,coast and prevent landing of further’enforce- 
ments.

As interurbuns streteh out from: the 
cities, farm after farm on their lines 
is divided up into acreage; and thus 
While the steam railroads tend to con- 
centrale population, as they have from 
the beginning, the trolly dines tend 
to lure the people back — toward the 
country, Even our forelen population 
the men who dig our coal, mine our 
ores and sweller jn gure furnaces, aim 
to have a few acres wheih they ean 
call their own, where they may. live 
eheaply and die in peaee and «quiet, 
when the great interests have used up 
their best days and cast them off, 

In faet, latent in heart of nearly 
every man, be he man of business, 
clerk or other employe, or laboring 
with his hands, there is a yearning 
desire to have a piece of land to eall 
his own, Perhaps they do not con- 
sciously reason it out, Tt may be a 
revival of the instinel of the primitive 
man, or il may be an instinetive fear 
of industrial wrath to come and a feel- 
ing that, should it cose, should = our 
whole industrial’ system be shaken to 
its very foundation, the family that 
has a few acres of ils own can ab least 
live in comparative comfort and safety, 

Alongside of this movement, back to- 
ward, if not always to the farm, the 
counter movement from the farm to 
the town, whieh has been going on for 
fifty years, continues wilh increasing 
and accelerated foree, Farmers: all 
over the older west move in great num- 
bers or retire to the country towns; 
and notwithstanding all this constant 
influx of population from = the farms, 
these towns, as the late eensus reveals, 
have barely held their own and ofter 
have lost population, the natural in- 
crease of the towns themselves pouring 
into the larger towns and cities, in 
whieh the majority live with less eom- 
fort than the farmers who remain on 
their farms, ast numbers of boys 
and girls fall a prey to the alhiving 
vices of the eily; and many of them 
eventually take their places with “the 
down and out.” Comparatively few 
succeed and beeome well-to-do, The 
children of these few become wealthy; 
their grandchildren usually spend 
gaily the fortunes they never earned;

flow or movement back toward — the 

This movement townward began 
with the use of improved machinery, 
or the application of seience to the 
Operations of manufacturing and dis- 
tributinag the things necessary for the 
supply of onr ever-ineressins human 
wants. [ft has inereased in proportion 
to the success of the inventions and 
discoveries, ‘The power loof put all 
other looms out of business, The spin- 
ping jenny sent the spinning wheel to 
the atlie, The small industries—the 
wagon shops, the blacksmith shops, the 
erist mills and carding mills found in 
andaraund the country seats and 
smaller towns fifty years ago—‘folded 
their tents like the Arab and. silently 
stole away,’ when il was found that @ 


a 
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large plant and improved machinery, 

coupled with transportation favilities, 

could supply human wants at less cost. 
Capital Required. 

What followed? Large eapital was 
required for the larger plants, ‘Nhe in- 
sividual gave plaee to the firm; the 
firm eventually beeame a corporation, 
and finally a trast, At last the work- 
man could no longer own his own Lools 
and beeame an employe, Large num- 
bers of employees were soon necessary, 
and for self-protection they formed the 
Union, The organization of labor fol- 
lowed, logieally the organization of 
eapital, and gave us one of the great- 
est and most difficult of modern prob- 
lems, that of Labor Uniens. 

In the faetory we no Jonger aim ta 
supply local demands, but state, Inter- 
state, national and even international. 
Por this there must be transportation, 
and therefore we have now a railroad 
problem closely intertwined with the 
labor problem, intimately conneeted 
with the whole process of manufactur- 
ing and distribution. The prodnets of 
these great factories must be used by 
consumers living at long distances. 
Henee we have the problem of distribu- 
tion, or the problem of the middleman, 
and all the direet results of the appti- 
vation of seienee of industry, Since 
the world began the like has never 
been seen before. We have gone into 
this troubled sea without chart or 
compass, Problems are evolved, for 
the solution of whieh we have neither 
precedent ov guide, 

While all this was going on, an em- 
pire of virgin soil, the like of whieh 
exists in such mass nowhere else in 
the world, was opened up fo  rim- 
mediate powerfully stimulated by the 
homestead law and finmense railroad 
grants. As were literally — sluehod 
with food for man and beast at the 
bare cost of inining the soil fertitity, 
the storage of unnumbered centuries. 
Had this Mississippl Valley been cov- 
eped with forest like Pennsylvania and 
Ohio and opened up slowly as the 
world needed food, our history would 
have been wrilten differently, and the 
problems to be imet would shave been 
of an entirely different character, 

The Reason Boys Leave, 
With corn at trom 20 to 25 cents, 


wheat 50 cents, oats 15 cents, the 
manufacturer could afford to pay 
higher wages tha nthe farmer and 
give shorter hours, ‘The city eould 
furnish plank walks, then coment, 
paved streets, Jight, amusement, so- 
viely—the joy of living, Is it any 


wonder that the farm boy and: girls 
fled to the cities away from the old- 
lime isolation of the farm, from) bad 
roads, from the lack of society, when 
offered better pay and shorter hours? 
Better pay; shorter hours, larger life, 
amusoments for. all, whatever their 
lastes might be; what boy or girl 
could hesist all) this? 

The farmer operates his farm with 
improved machinery, The farmer hung 
his seythe ina tree and bought a 
mower: hung up his eradle and bought 
a binder, He used more horses, bet- 
ter tools, and’ grew more crops wilh 
less than half the labor, All this was 
natural, logieal, inevitable, The older 
farming sections do not have so dense 
a population ay of old, simply because 
they do not need it as they did when 
farming under old eonditions. hoy 
had to compete with Lown wages and 
town hours. 

Wriat then followed? Inevitably 
soil improvement, The. nineteenth 
century farmer was, speaking gener- 
ally no farmer at all, Dut a miner, & 
soil robber... ‘There was a good farmer 
here and there a good settlement frere 


and there; but, speaking generally 
thre was no farming, nothing but 
mining, The nineteenth — century 


farmer sold the stored fertility of ages 
al the bare cost of mining ite With 
his gang plow and his four to eight 
section harrow, he could do more soil 
robbing in five years than his srand- 
father could do in his whole lifetime, 
The evdenee of iL? The now general 
use of commercial tetilizers from the 
Atlantic to the Paeifie, whieh meas 
that the farmer of today is paying 
good round sams for the fertility his 
father literally gave away, and the 
disappearance of crops whieh grow 
during the short season, and therefore 
must have fertile Jand, Our flax erop, 
for instanee, is now disappearing up 
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into Canada, spring wheat closely fol- 
lowing, and our oats erop prepare to 
follow, : 

We are now preparing a point where 
we will need practically all our awn| 
to provide for the wants of om own 
population, = Our export of corn Is 
merely a dribble; in’ our last eensus 
year, 100 million bushels less than the 
average ten years before, Our ex- 
ports af metals and dairy products have 
shrunk In ten years over 50 per cept, 
We sent abroad last year only about 
one-third the number of cattle we sent 
leh vears ago, ‘There is not the slight- 
est ivdicalion that this deeline will 
be cheeked. Tf eheeked at all, il will 
be but temporarily, due to an indus- 
trial erisis, Were ib not for over 500 
milloin of dotars worth of cotton that 
we send abroad each year, tte country 
would be drained of its precious 
metals to settle our foreign obliga- 
tions, and we would be on the verge 
of national bankruptey. 

Is it not amazing that, mainly since 
ei Deelaration of Independenee, 139 
years ago, we have beer able to se 
waste our fertility that we produce 
jess Wheat per aere than any people 
of the eastern hemisphere except Rus- 
sia and India? Lands in England that 
have been farmed for more than 
a thousand years produce more than 


twice as much wheat per aere on the

Inasmucn as there are no more 
Mississipp! Valley to be opened up, 
;We are now nearing the turning of 
\ the lane. We must from henceforth 
learn how to farm. We cannot greatly 
increase our acreage; will, in fact, be 
compelled by the return of normal cli- 
matic conditions over our western ter- 
ritory to reduce it. The only thing 
left to do is to grow more grain per 
acre, better stock in greater numbers 
per quarter section, Only in this way 
can we reduce the cost of living, 

Our great problem, as 1 said to this 
congress a year aga, is how to produce 
food for our own people at prices 
whieh they can afford to pay, But 
how? 
into our farming. There is a great | 
deal of agricultural labor wasted sim- 
ply because many farmers do not have 
even an elementary knowledge of the 
forces with which they have to work. 
It is hard to convince them that the 
fertility of the soil is not inexhaust- 
ible. Farmers of this class have been 
soil robbers too long, and they con- 
tinue to grow the same crop year after 
year, trusting to luck. It is hard lo 
gel the farmers of this class to under- 
stand the philosophy of crop rotation, 
of the natural movement of water in 
the soil, or of the requirements of 
crops; in short, of the requirements of 
plant and animal life, or to persuade 
the mto active co-operation with each 
other, or to get them in actual touch 
and sympathy with the new agricul- 
ture. This is an educational process, 
and there fore slow, even when there 
is a disposition to acquire the knowl- 
edge. Many farmers have more faith 
in moon signs than in agricultural 
coleges and = experimental — stations; 
more failh in ordinary politicians than 
in college professors and _ scientlsts; 
tnore faith in yellow journals than in 
ihe best agricultural papers, 

For this reason we now grow on an 
average {wo-thirds-of a pound of corn 
to the hill; whereas the good farmer 
often grows 0 nno better land origin- 
ally two pounds per hill of three 
stalks, and three pounds is possible. 
We grow fourteen bushels of wheat 
fer acre (this year but twelve and a 
half) while on ind no better natur- 


ally, and often not as good, England ; 


grows thirty-two and Germany twen- 
ty-cight bushels.

Sir Charles Ramsay—Enormous Store of Energy iE 
Contained in Radium Clearly Set Out 


of the liberation of cnerey 


By W. HAMILTON RHODES, 

London, Sept. 27.—-Sir William 
Ramsay, in this reeent address before 
the British association at Portsmouth 
devoted a considerable. portion of Mis 
remarks to a ascussion of ancient and 
modern views of the nature: of the 
chemical clements, in the light of re- 
cent researches, in whieh he has had 
so Jarge a share, on the inert gases of 
the atinosphere and on radium, Like 
several distinguished chemists in the 
past, he is evidently attracted by the 
idew that matter is unitary in its na- 
ture, thal whal We know as elements 
are in some way compounded of dif- 
ferent proportions of some primary 
materital, But whether the considera- 
tion be brought forward substantially 
strengthen the ease for such a view, 
from an experimental as opposed to a 
theoretical and sentimental standpoint 
is perhaps open to doubt, 

It ds true that the atomie weights of 
mere than half the elements are, on 
the most recent computations, within 
one-tenth of a unit above or below an 
integral number, and Sir William Ram- 
say has the assurance of Professor 
Karl Pearson that the mathematieal 
chanees against such a condition being 
accidental are 20,000 million to one; 
sti, after the inmost elaborate pre- 
cautions have been taken to ensure ac- 


euracy, the feet remains that the mum-

unfortunately their properties are not 
always af the required character, and 
to accept them for the vacancies mere- 
ly beeause of thelr numerical qualifi- 
cations would destroy the whole mean- 
ing and value of the perlodic scheme, 
But, even were all the atomic weights 
asocrtained to be integral, and were 
the periodic table completely and sat- 
isfactorily filled, the unitary hypothe- 
sis would not be adequately proved, 
and there wonld still remain for solu- 
tion the baffling problem why sub- 
glances made up of different multiples 
of the same primary stuff should pré- 
sent the wide divergences of character 
and behavior found in the elements as 
we know them, 
Energy In Radium 

A reference to the enormous store 
of energy concentrated in radium and 
liberated during its disintegration led 
Sir Willlam Ramsey to the subject of 
the energy available to the world in 
general and to Great Britain in partieu- 
lar, Radium Itself probably exists in 
quantities far too small to be of any 
practical use as a souree of energy, 
but supposing that like it the other so- 
called elements are changing, though 
very slowly, with evolution of energy, 
and supposing that some means could 
be discovered of making the change 
proceed at a useful rate, then, he 
pointed out, a new supply of energy 
would be put at the disposal of man- 
kind whielh would alter the whole fu- 
ture of the race, But he made it elear

The other account re- 
lutes to two cases of ttanus treated 
a hundred years ago by heroic meth- 
ods, but, happily, wilh recoveries in 
both ca'ses.

There is beauly ondthe walls, cleanli- 
ness, order, fresh-airy dight, and gentle 
consideration. “Do -not expect to fid 
perfection—there' is! yeto much work 
lo do. bul we are looking oul toward 
ihe East. 

Sena your boy to college, and the 
remiliance men will educate him.

Education should be within the reach 
of every individual, not for the lucky 
few,
